Registration of Voters. 

We have before caUeil public attention to 
the fad that the law requires the Sheriff to 
open a list Tor the registration of nil duly 
qualified voters on the first of January, and 
keep the list open for fourteen i.nys. Lest 
the country districts may not have full no- 
tice, owing to their distance from the town 
and for fear towns-folk, may forget the 
notice till it is too late, we call attention to 
the fact again. In five days hence the list 
will be opened : and it bocomes all who 
wish to inaugurate a better state of things in 
the country — by the election of better men to 
tho Assembly than now fill the Government 
benches — to pay particular attention to the 
registration of their votes. The importance 
of°rpgistration is more apparent when we 
slate that our parliament if) a triennial one, 
that is, elected every threo years. Tim writ 
summoning the election of the present As- 
sembly was issued in December, 1859, and 
the three years will of comi-e end in Decem- 
ber 1862-next year. Consequently if the 
legislature is i ot dissolved before next De- 
cember^ will cease then by act of limitation ; 
and anew election in either case will have 
to take place. As no registration can take 
place after the 1 -1th January next ensuing, 
the character of the next Assembly will de- 
pend entirely upon the rotes registered at 
that time. In an Assembly such as ours, 
where it is numerically small, one member 
is as important to the Government or Oppo- 
sition as fifty in the House of Commons, 
[t becomes then necessary that the electors 
should be fifty times more vigilant here than 
in the United Kingdom in recording their 
voles so that no man shall be returned who 
does nol fully and fairly represent the coun- 
try, nor who is not a thor u-h Roformer. 
It is tho votes of the electors, intelligently 
and wisely cast for good men and true, that 
will purify our unwholesome political ntmo-- 
phere, and render the Assembly really a 
useful and independent body as a whole, 
and not a weak submissive Council, strong 
only in slrerifjthening an already too strong 
Executive ; and ncliuo chii'lly in doing 
wron«. 

Had the efforts of thi> Reformers to ex- 
amine into the finances ami department* of 
tho colony been hearkened to by the Gov- 
ernment shortly after the opening of tho 
first session of tbrs Assembly, the disgrace 
of three or four defalcations, which only 
tend to injure us abroad and at homo, would 
in all probabibry have nevr occurred. 
Instead of waiting till l.^fii, to have the 
public aCCOUntI audited, they cool. I have 

beef audited early in I860. If peculation 
had occurred, it would huve consequently 
been detected at the Mart ; Haul before ii 
became so deeply seated in the coflititutien 
of the government party, M to render it 
doubly nfcessary to place a .'liferent man 
at the head of affairs than the one who pti- 
chascd the Springs as a speculation. The 
country hni had a surfeit from this fruitful i 
source. It is lick, heartily sick of an ad- 
ministration >o led ; an I as every step only 
gels wor*o ana worse, it is high time to pet 
rid of the primary cause of scandal after; 
(■caudal, and sensation after sensation. Sev- 
eral constitutional modes could be adopted ! 
to effect this purj.rxe. But the ordinary and 
usual one lying at the base of all the other-, 
is the right vestid m the rlrctnrs to reject 
thotto who havo incoiitestahly proven them- 
selves unfit for representatives by conduct

The Treasury Defajcution—Examinati'on 
in the Police Court. 
The examination into tho oliarge ol em- 
bezzlement preferred against Capt, George T. 
Gordon, lule Treasurer of this Colony, com- 
menced yesterday afternoon, at one o'clock, 
in llie Police Court, before the Stipendiary 
Magistrate, Mr. I'embeiton. The prisonet— j 
who had been kept in close confinement in 
a cell since Tuesday evening— appeared 
careworn and somewhat nervous. Messrs. 
King, MpCreight and Pearkes, appeared as 
his counsel, and Mr. Attorney General Cary 
for tho prosecution. The court room wus 
<loiisely paokeil, and the spectators watched 
the proceedings with apparent utiflugcing 
interest from beginning to end. The first 
witness called was the Auditor. 

AUDITOR'S EVrUUNCE, 
Rubt Ker, sworn— Am Auditor of Public 
Accounts [information of witness. lateen 
Dee. 23d, alleging that tho Treasurer had 
appropriated to his o rn use, during the past 

three months, the sum of £140 ol tl -

To the Attorney General-— Tho paper I 
hold in my 'iiifid in a receipt, in the haml 
writing otG. T, Gordon, to Joseph Bros., foi 
£34 17 s. I0d., paid on the 5th day ol' No- 
vember, on account of the One Per Cent. 
Assessment, and'dE53 Is. lid. for Street Tax; 
in my official capacity lam acquainted with 
the Treasury books ; [cash hook producedj 
the handwriting in the cash hook shown me 
is the Treasurer's : it is not the original cash 
book ; the last week's entrio.1 are in .Mr. Gor- 
don's handwriting, and the entries are kept 
in duplicate ; on the 5th of Nuvetnbor the 
entries are in Mr Campbell's; from the 4th 
November up to conclusion ol the entries I 
find no entries corresponding with the re- 
ceipt. 

At the requestor Mr Ring, the remaining 
witnesses were ordered by the Court to 
leave the room. 

Witness, continuing— The last pntry in 
the book is one ol payment In the Surveyor 
General of £500 on the 22J ol December : it 
is entered as paid on an Advance warrant 
[Paper handed witness.) This i- a receipt 
to B W, Poar8eforJE25 U 10d., paid into the 
Treasury on account ol the Street Fond: it 
is signed by G. T. Gordon as Ti e. is ner, but 
does not appear on the books. [Anoibei 
paper produced ] Tins is a receipt, »ii!i e l 
by G T. Cord ni as Treasurer, for £47 I6i 
6d. io him paid by Mr, Magistrate Pom bur- 
ton ; there are no entries on" the books Toi 
unv ol these h nouiits . I have catefull) i \ 
ami ned ihe hooks: have free access to tne 

books ull'l possess full in formation as III the 
manner in which they are kept ; in the e tali 



had no complaint to make ; if there were 
no other discoveries, I should have pone to 
Capt. Gordon and asked him for an explana- 
tion; this is not ibe most important discov- 
ery by any means; I have made some l-i'J 
discoveries during the past two mouths ; in 
two instances, the Treasurer has entered 
more than he received, and in some cases 
names are down as having paid money into 
tho Treasury twice ; this was where there 
was litigation pending : 1 swore my inform- 
ation on the 23rd of December. Mr. Gor- 
don debited himself twice with tine payment 
made by the Attorney-General : I do not 
know who kept Ihe keys ol the Treasury ; 1 
do not know of any person bavin:; access 
to it during Gordon's absence ; The Treasu- 
rer's clerk and myself had access to the 

books; there is au entry of Backus having 

paid twice 

Mr. McCrcight— I suppose any of the 
gentlemen at Ihe head ol departments here, 
not being conversant with business, make! 
occasional errors in their accounts .' 

W tness— Thai is a tact. 

To ihe Attorney General — The nmr.unt of 
G140 is receipted for on the 5in of No- 
vember; in the h. lance slated by Mr. (ior- 
,i in on the 30th of Novembei, he omits from 
ihe book the £1 10 and balances cash; the 
amount Ret down on the 14th of December 
doe- not tally With llie amount paid by 
Joseph Pro.-,., when In' balanced cash on the 
30th of November the £140 could not have 
been taken into consideration.
